We were led 
to expect a very brilliant piece of masic, and our aaticipations 
were defeated by the presentation of a heavy composition, very 
similar to Locke’s Macbeth, without any of the spirit conteined in 
the latter. Messrs. Pilet and De Loffre introduced a duo con- 
certante, for violin and violoncello, from Jl Piratt, and their 
joint efforts were vehemently applauded.
